“to get to know the community bet- 
ter.” 

Of his current job, Bishop said 
“the individual in it needs to be some- 
one who can work as a team with 
other East Jordan staff.” 

The position will remain essen- 
tially the same, focusing on curricu- 
lum, instruction and implementation 
of the strategic plan, with some du- 
ties added or subtracted depending on 
the qualifications of the candidate. 

More than 10 people have applied 
for the job so far. The deadline for ap- 
plications is Friday, May 7. Finalists 
will be selected next week with inter- 
views slated for the following week.

Disposal and Walloon Lake Refuse 
Service are the waste haulers in 
Charlevoix County. 

The plan probably won't preclude 
Type Ill dumps from being built. such 
as the one being licensed for South- 
down Cement Company, located on 
Lake Michigan in Charlevoix. The 16- 
acre landfill site will be allowed to 
expand to 40 acres and will take its 
own waste. such as kiln dust and ce- 
ment, that has been piled in mounds. 
It should have space for the 
company’s waste for the next 40 
years, 

The planning board is also fine- 
tuning a recycling survey which will 
be sent to 1,500 registered voters. 

Responses will be used in deter- 
mining if a county-wide recycling 
program should be implemented and 


how one should be funded. 

The questionnaire will be mailed 
out this month and look to identify 
the amount of waste people are gen- 
erating and the costs for disposing it. 

They will be asked what types of 
waste and the amount they could re- 
duce if they recycle: if they think re- 
cycling would reduce their garbage 


bill: if and what they currently re- 
cycle, where they take it. and how far 
they are willing to travel to take it 


how much they are willing to pay for 
recycling and if they prefer to pay for 
it through their garbage bill, property 
taxes or at a drop off center. 

Although recycling can be a 
money maker, Sullivan said tt tends 
to break-even or lose money. 

“Ifit costs alittle bit less than put- 
ting it in a jandfill, that’s good.” 
Sullivan said. “If st helps to preserve 
resources. that’s good too.”

Ultimately, keeping waste out of 
landfills will reduce the amount of 
space needed, he added.

‘a dumb mistake’ 


What East Jordan school admin- 
istrators say was a bogus drawing, has 
resulted in a suspension of a middle 
school student and a referral of the 
matter, through the police depart- 
ment, to the county prosecutor’s of- 
fice. 

During one of his classes on Mon- 
day last week, a seventh grader drew 
a map of the school identifying sev- 
eral locations for bombs. When his 
teacher saw the drawing she turned 
it into the principal Shirley Bishop. 

“It was clearly a situation right 
from the beginning that was a dumb 
mistake on the part of the student,” 
superintendent Chip Hansen said. 

The incident, arising on the heels 
of the violence in Littleton, Colo., is 
one of many that have occurred in 
schools throughout the United States, 
and something the school did not take 
lightly. 

“It was very different from a bomb 
threat that was phoned in, with no op- 
portunity to interview the student,” 


Hansen said. 


The student was interviewed about | 


the incident in the presence of law 
enforcement officials. 

“Fortunately, in our case, we knew 
we were dealing with a bogus situa- 
tion,” Hansen said. 

After the drawing was found, and 
a search made of the school gym, the 
student body was taken there, while 
the rest of the building was checked 
by a law enforcement official. 

The search came up empty and 
confirmed what everyone thought, 
said Hansen, “that this was a stupid 
error in judgment by a single student.” 

“All of these cases are different 
and have to be evaluated on a case by 
case basis,” Hansen said. “In East 
Jordan we're not going to make any 
decisions thinking about anything 
except the safety of our students.” 

The student has been suspended 
for 10 days pending a review of the 
situation by the prosecuting attorney's 
office.

Installation of the infrastructure 
which includes fiber optics, telephone 
cabling and T-1 lines, will begin after 
July 1. Computers will be purchased 
and Set up later in the summer, when 
the wiring is slated to be complete. 

The school board approved the 
expenditures for the wiring at its April 
b Meeting, with an understand- 
Ang that 66 percent of the costs could 
be reimbursed by the Universal Ser- 
Vices Fund at a later date. The board 
has dedicated funds for the project

The infrastructure will intercon- 
nect the elementary, middle and high 
school computers, allow Internet 
hook-ups and telephone voice mail. 

Wire and cable will be run so that 
it can be re-used should a millage be 
passed to upgrade the buildings. 

“If we remodel, we can simply 
take the cable off the walls and re- 
use them,” Nagurka said. 

High volume T-1 lines will allow 
for dedicated Internet access for an 
initial 15 modems, with the potential 
for hooking up 1! more. 

The Intermet setup comes at almost 
no cost to the district through the non- 
profit Merit Network Incorporated, 
which administers a trust fund whose 
coffers came from a lawsuit in which 
Ameritech had to pay back overages 
charged to its customers. Instead of 
reimbursing its customers, a fund was 
set up for funding this kind of tech- 
nology in schools. 

Students and parents must sign an 
Acceptable Use Policy for a student 
to access the Internet and those stu-

dents found accessing unacceptable 
web sites will be disciplined. 

Software programs limiting access 
are being reviewed for purchase as 
well as a hardware solution which 
uses a “proxy server” to filter out un- 
desirable sites. 

A new phone system with only 
two T-1 lines will cost less than the 
current 5! separate phone lines and 
“will be more economical than what 
we have right now,” Nagurka said. It 
will also allow for further expansion. 

“When you’re doing anything like 
this you always plan for the future.” 

The phone system promises con- 
sistency throughout the district, with 
a phone in every classroom increas- 
ing safety in emergencies and giving 
teachers the capability to communi- 
cate with parents to a greater degree, 
Nagurka said. 

“Now it’s difficult to have a con- 
fidential conversation,” he said. 

At the high school, for example, 
there are four telephones available to 
the 25 teachers. With voice mail, par- 
ents can also leave messages for 


To our community, 


teachers who aren’t able to come to 
the phone when they call. 

Teachers may also have the capa- 
bility to set up a hotline with recorded 
messages of homework assignments 
and classroom studies for parents or 
students to access anytime. 

Nagurka said there would still be 
a person, not a recording, answering 
the schools’ general phone line. 

Waiting until summer to purchase 
computers will allow for securing the 
later models at optimal pricing, and 
will include a minimal first purchase. 
The board should approve the expen- 
diture this spring. 

The Technology Committee will 
assess where existing computers can 
be best utilized and develop a list of 
needs in the curricular areas to come 
up with a list of each building’s needs. 

From there they will know how 
many new computers to purchase. 

Two teachers each from the three 
buildings, a community member and 
an administrator comprise the Tech- 
nology Committee which has been 
meeting since 1993. They wrote the 
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overall plan in 1995, It was accepted 
in 1997 and revised last year. Now 
required by the state, the district’s 
technology plan was the first in the 
Char-Em4SD to be approved by the 
state. Nagurka said other districts have 
used it as a template for their own 
plans. 

Currently there are 108 computers 
in the district and 1,560 students dis- 
trict-wide, including the alternative 
programs. 

Nagurka said a rule of thumb is 
one computer for every five students, 
but funding will allow for only one 
computer in each classroom and cur- 
ricular needs will drive the type in- 
stalled. Although Nagurka describes 
itas woefully inadequate, group soft- 
ware technology will be investigated. 

Ideally, long-term, there would be 
pods of perhaps 10 computers, shared 
between two classrooms. 

“Our aim here is to be as economi- 
cal as possible but still meet curricu- 
Jar needs,” Nagurka said. 

For example, he said, a slower, ex- 
isting machine could be effectively

Superintendent Chip Hansen said

Moving built up snow and ice on the 
units before driving them.

Boyne middle school certified 
in responsible thinking program 


Boyne City Middle School’s Re- 
sponsible Thinking Program (RTP) 
was officially certified by Ed Ford, 
the program’s developer, when he and 
partner Tom Bourbon came to the 
school recently to evaluate it. 

This makes it one of the few dis- 
tricts in the nation with multiple 
schools certified in the program. The 
elementary school was RTP certified 
nearly two years ago. 

Principal Steve Smith said it vali- 
dates that the school is effectively and 
successfully using the RTP mode). 

“The staff shoutd be proud,” Smith 


said. “They’ve worked hard and I 
think it was a nice compliment on 
their work.” 

Nationally, Ford and Bourbon 
have worked with between 200 and 
300 schools on the program. 

After the evaluation, the duo con- 
ducted RTP workshops at the middle 
school for new teachers as well as for 
groups from 11 other school districts. 

The program's premise is to teach 
children responsible thinking by first 
removing a disruptive student from 
the classroom so they don’t impede 
the other students’ learning. 


From there they attend the Re- 
sponsible Thinking Class (RTC), for- 
merly called the FOCUS room. In this 
non-punitive setting they work on 
developing social skills and learn to 
become responsible thinkers. 

RTP was part of the school’s ongi- 
nal, three-year school improvement 
plan and in the summer of 1994, Ford 
came to the district to train the entire 
staff including the bus drivers 

By the second semester that year. 
the middle school had implemented 
the program and has been develop- 
ing it ever since.
